Federal Tours，American Travel 
and Federal Travel could also 
apply for refunds，Located at 838

According- to 
Diones，both the banks and the 
City recognize the tenants as a re- 
liable group. 

The tenants of the Victory 
Hotel，located next to the Inter- 
national Hotel，were to have 
moved out Saturday，July 31. 
However，an exodus by the Vic- 
tory Hotel tenants was not evident 
on _ that day The Four Seas 
Investment Corporation had given 
the tenants a 30 day eviction 
notice a month ago. It is expected 
that Four Seas will take the case to 
court to force the eviction .

CHINA'S EARTHQUAKE: 
THE SHOCKS CONTINUE 


SAN FRANCISCO Two 
earthquakes occuring 15 hours 
apart struck heavily populated 
northeast China last week. 

Although Chinese scientists had 
expected a _ major quake in the 
Peking，Tientsin，Tangshan area 
before the 1980s，they had not 
predicted the exact time of the 
tremors that shook the three cities 
with their combined population of 
15 million. The worst earthquake 
since the Alaskan one in 1964, the 
first tremor on Wednesday 
registered 8:2 on the Richter scale， 
followed on Thursday by another 
almost as Severe. 

AFTERSHOCKS 

More than 100 strong after- 
shocks centered in Tangshan killed 
an undisclosed number of Chinese 
relief workers，the Peoples Daily 
reported Monday. Chinese 
officials have warned that a new 
quake could be stronger than last 
Wednesday'sS. 

The earthquake alert is 
expected to last through August. 
The latest aftershocks have been 
occuring at close to 30-minute 
intervajls since Saturday， 

Reports that tremors were 
getting stronger and moving closer 
to Peking have led to a mass 
evacuation .of foreigners， At least 
256 foreigners, about half of them 
Japanese,， left the capital Monday 
and more are expected to leave. 
Twenty-one American dependents 
arrived in Tokyo Monday， 

“FLATTENED” 

Although no official estimates of 

damages have been issued yet， 


foreigners in China report 
Tangshan，a steel，iron and coal 
mining center of about 1 million 
people was “almost flattened.…” 
Some diplomats estimate that at 
least 100,000 people were killed 
In Tientsin，the jolt was so 
great， 间 split a hotel in half， 
According to an Italian Dews 
agency Ieport，Polish sailors said 
the sky seemed to be lit by strange 
flashes at the time of the quakes， 
which produced huge waves in

In order for them 
to recognize Our needs and to act 
on these needs，we mtust show 
them that we can boot them out of 
office 让 they don't respond，We 
can only do this by registering 
Chinese Americans to vote and to 
Use this voting Power to unseat 
from office those that are Unres- 
ponsive.Thats how the system 
Works.” 

The committee realizes that 让 
would be too difficult to go door 
to door and talk with every China- 
town resident, but they do plan to 
at least be able to distribute 
informational leaflets toeveryone's 
door. Hopefully，the _ literature 
will motivate them to register at 
one of several registration tables to 
be set up in Chinatown through 
October. 

TABLES 

These tables are _ located， on 
weekends，in front of the San 
Erancisco “Federal Savings on 
Grant Avenue between Jackson 
and、Pacific， in front of the 
Empress ,of China on Crant Ave. 
between Washington and Clay， 
'and at the corner of Jackson and 
tockton. On weekdays, there will 
e a table in front of the 
,Committees office at 915A Grant 
, Ave.

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Comments on the Chinese 


Language-cultural Schools 


Toast/VWest: 

The letter of Victor Low (6/30/ 
76) on the phenomenon of Chinese 
language-cultural schools in our 
Suburbs raises a profound ques- 
tion which all of us should take a 
few moments to reflect upon. 

MI. Low's overall conclusions 
are that for the time，energy and 
money involved，those parents 
would be better offt channelling 
their efforts into the existing 
School systems，His point is well- 
made and well-stated; however， 
he has in the classic medqdical sense， 
treated the symptoms but missed 
the diagnosis of the disease. 


ENTICING 

Historically, the very first immi- 
grants to the United States were 
welcomed with the red carpet 
treatment because they were mer- 
chants and the tought of doing 
business with the Chinese was 
very enticing to the then dominant 
White population， The latter 
arrivals to Our shores were labor- 
ers and their willingness to work 
for very low wages made them an 
economic threat to all organized 
labor. 

Coupled with the economic 
aspects，the prime ciriticism was 
that the Chinese refused to assimi- 


late 一 ”. . .impregnable to all the 
influences of our Anglo-Saxon life， 
they remain the same stolid 


Asiatics that have floated on the 
rivers and slaved in the fields of 
China for thirty centuries of 
time...”(Transcripts，California 
State Senate，Committee on Chi- 
nese Immigration)， 

As the succeeding generations 
became more aware of the short- 
comings of their ancestors，ano- 
ther social phenomenon evolved : 
the process of over-assimilation , 

TI_ think the era of over- 
assimilation began during the 
World War II，when the draft 
pulled all those able-bodied Chi- 
nese-Americans kicking and 
screaming into the mainstream . 
Unfortunately，when those G.I.s 
returned home, they realized that 
equajlity as applied meant only the 
draft, taxes and death;, Chinamen 
stil had to get to the rear of the 
line for other benefits,， such as 
jobs, education and housing. 


Many otherwise bi-lingual par- 
ents were in such a hurry to get 
their off-springs truly into the 
mainstream that English was the 
preferred language in the home. 
At the risk of being accused of 
oversimplifying，I_ suggest that 
language is a matter of practice， 
and without practice in the home， 
we have at least two generations 
who have lost the language for- 
ever. 

CROSSROADS 

After the immigration laws 
were liberalized in 1965，we have 
another group of parents at the 
cToOSSTroads of either preserving the 
mother tongue for their children 
or making the same mistake of 
trying to be All-American by 
rejecting their own language and 
cultural background， 

That wordy preface brings us to 
the fundamental question each of 
us must answer for ourselves and 


also，tenatively for our children，， 


until they can decide for them- 


selves: Who are we and where do 
we go from here? 

AsIseethe realities, even in this 
great year of our bicentennial，we 
are still neither fish nor fowl; we 
are, in the classic sense, orphans of 
the world.， We are many folds 
better-off than the prior genera- 
tions but still only tolerated rather 
than fully accepted by the still 
predominent White population， 
On the other handq, can any of us 
return to mainland China or 
Taiwan，or any other Place in 
Southeast Asia and be accepted 
into any of those societies simply 
on the merits of our yellow skin 
and slant-eyes? 

BLENDED 

Where Mr. Low has missed the 
boat is that he failed to under- 
stand the choice of those parents 
who have chosen to accept Amer- 
ica as their permanent home and 
yet fully understand the concept 
that the greatness of America is 
not conformity nor homogeneous 
cultural patterns but that she is 
and will be great because we have 
the best of all the world's cultures 
blended into one Nation，The 


after-school Chinese language and 
cultural schools reflect those 


thoughts in a very affirmative - 


manner and Icongratulate and 
urge those parents on in their 
meaningful efforts. 

I anmi sure many other parents 
share with my wife and I the 
feeling that，but for the grace of 
God, there go I. As on the other 
side of the fence，some Parents 
who are bi-lingual had endured 
criticisms by teachers，neighbors 
and/or just pure racist-true blue 
Whites，by speaking Chinese as 
the sole language at home，How 
would it affect your confidence to 
have both the kindergarten and 
lst grade teacher tell you that 
your child is a slow jlearner 
because English is not spoken at 
homeyp Of course, the vindication 
is that by the time the child 
reaches the higher grades，the 
attitudes of teachers either change

Ajurv convicted Tom in June of 
murdering Fong Yet Yee, a mem- 
ber of the Chost Shadows gang. 
Authorities blamed the two groups 
for at least 17 major violent crimes 
Since 1973, vet Tom was the first 
of either group to be caught and 
prosecuted .

According to a Labor Depart- 
ment study released in November 
1975 by Labor Secretary John 工 . 
Dunlap，the nation's estimated 8 
million illegal aliens contribute far 
more to the U.S$，tax-paying 
System than they reap in gover- 
ment social benefits. 

The study dispelled many myths 
about illegal aliens and the secre- 
tary concluded by saying that 
“they are a much more diverse 
collection of individuals than is 
popularly supposed.” 

IE said only 0.5 和 :of the 
sampled aljliens received welfare 
benefits，1.3% .food stamps and 
3.99%.0ne Or more Weeks= of 
Unemployment benefits. TIhe 
study found that only 7.6% of the 
parents_ had .children in Public 
schools，

“Landscape Architecture deals 
with designing the _ environment. 
It is broad-based in the sense that 
it is dealing with _ environmental 
and social problem in addition to 
the multitude of design problems， 
让 encompasses 3 
whole range of scales from the size 
of a little backyard garden to that 
of an entire region,” said George 
OmiofOmiLang Associates. 

“A landscape architect must be 
able to develop a Visual image of 
the landscape and to relate the 
image to the surroundings， He 
must use this image to determine 
the character and organization of 
plantings，the physical relation- 
ship and scale of landscape ele- 
ments such as topography，paved

But a unique use has been found 
for one of the smallest of them， 
The islet，slightly larger than a 
tennis _ court，has been leveled， 
banked and turfed to form a 
picturesque green for a golf course 
on the neighboring Sentosa Island. 

Fringed by palm trees, the islet 
is linked to the course by a bridge 
and gojlfers hit onto the green from 
a_ high overlooking tee against a 
background of tankers and 
freighters entering and jleaving 
Singapore Harbor.

HONG KONG 一 Theeconomic 
well being of this tiny British 
crown colony is largely in the 
hands of the U.9.， government， 
because about 35 per cent of the 
manufactured goods are going to 
the United States. 

While economic recovery is in 
progress as seen in the steady 
inflow of orders，the quota of 
textile goods to America，espec- 
ially garments, is rapidly fulfilled 
without any prospect of extending 
the volume. Several local officials 
went to Washington in June to 
seek a bigger quota but came back 
here empty handed. If the U.S. 
government were to agree，Hong 
Kong could take over Some of the 
quotas of other exporting countries 
which do not use up the entire 
allotments， 

The onljy remedy for local 
manufacturers is to use the quota 
of later years，but that means the 
future would be in a state of 
Uncertainty or stalemate. 


QUOTAS 

There are also quotas for Hong 
Kong products laid down by the 
United Kingdom， the mother 
country，and other members of 
the British Commonwealth such 
as_ Canada and Australia.These 
restrictions are imposed because of 
the competition of local products 
in terms of prices and quality as 
compared with other exporting 
countries such as Taiwan，South 
Korea and Singapore. It is said 
that local manufactured goods are 
more sophisticated and, measure 
up to the requirements of the 
importers， 


Other causes of headache to 
local exporters are the shortage of 
skilledq labor and rising costs 
particularly high rentals，Never- 
theless some trade experts believe 
the problem will not hold back the 
8 per cent growth in exports as 
forecast by Philip Haddon-Cave， 
the financial secretary， whose 
figure is deemed too conservative. 

On balance，the economic up- 
turn is well maintained.，. May 
exports amounted to 了 K$26.9 
billion，an increase of 55 per cent 
over the corresponding month last 
year.， For the fiscal 1975-76， 
government revenue and expend- 
iture accounts showed an encour- 
aging surplus of HK$223 million 
against aa， forecast deficit of 
HK$429 million.

Peking Expands 
Merchant Fleet 


NEW YORK 一 China has been 
expanding its fleet of merchant 
ships since 1961. 

As recently as 1961，China had 
150 ocean-going ships，totalling. 
about 760,000 tons in its mer- 
chant fileet, but today the Chinese 
merchant fleet exceeds 370 vessels， 
totaling more than 4 million tons， 
according to a recent study in 
“U.S$.-China Business Review,” 
published by the nonprofit Nat- 
ional Council for U.S$.-China 
Trade. 

Behind the rapid expansion of 
China's merchant fleet is the 
country's determination to gain a 
greater self-sufficiency in shipping 
in connection with its fast- 
growing trade volumes with the 
West，the study points out.

Causes of Quakes Range 
From Politics to Science 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Although 
Unexpected last week，the big 
earthquakes were not 3 total 
surprise. Chinese scientists told an 
American scientific delegation last 
month a great upheaval was 
expected in the northeast within 
the nmext four years. 

Building from a long history of 
earthquake watching and record- 
keeping， the Chinese have 
impressed Westerna scientists with 
their skill in forecasting major 
tremors. They have drawn from 
traditional methods taking 
changes in” water level and 
unusual behavior in animals as 
signs of movement beneath the 
earth's crust. Predictions have also 
been based on old records of 
quakes，changes in the earth s 
magnetic build-up，migrations of 
earthquake activity and the fre- 
quency and nature of minor fore- 
Shocks， 

Last year the Chinese successS- 
fully predicted a _ great quake in 
the _ Liaoning ， Peninsula in 
February， Thousands of citizens 
were _ evacuated circumventing 
great losses when the quake came.

Earthquakes are not unusual in 
the northeast. There were major 
tremors in the region in 1969 and 
1975，According to a New York 
Times report，the quakes are 
believed to be caused by the 
movement of "two great Sections 
of theearth's crust, the Indian and 
Pacific Plates，Ppushing against 3 
third plate 一 or cluster of pl ates 一 
in Asia.” 

Dr Markus Baath，director of 
Sweden's _ Seismological Institute， 
said that “between May and July， 
both the African and Indian land 
masses have perceptibly moved 
northward，

Afterthe North Italian quake in 
early Mav, scientists haveobserved 
a long_ chain of strong tremoOrs 
centered in the Ionian Sea，in 
Russia east of the Caspian 9ea，in 
Sumastra and New Guinea. Part 
of this chaina of tremors，a third 
duake in three months struck a 
major oil-producing area in Russia 
last Thursdav.， It was centered ip 
Groznyv, about 800 miles southeast 
of Moscow in the neck of land 
separating the Caspian and Black 
Seas'， The Soviet Press did not 
mention casualties, but an official 
on the scene reported “serious 
damage ”in two settlements， 

INVESTMENT 

The Chinese have made 3a 
bigger investment in earthquake: 
Drediction than Americans have， 
Thev have about 10,000 people 
workinag full-time on earthquake 
prediction and thousands of 
volunteers or so-called “barefoot 
seismologists” keeping watch on 
such things as changes iD Water 
level， The U.S$.，Hhowever，has 
about 300 people in the field 

Perhaps one reason for investing 
in earthquake research may be a 
need to_scotch old Superstitions 
about:natural disasters as DOrtents 
of political upheavals， According 
to _ traditional thinking， quakes 
and meteor showers were Signs of 
a _ change in the mandate of 
heaven that justified the rule of a 
particular dvnasty.

MANDATE 

In the wake of last weeks” 
disasters,， Taipei has been stirring 
rumors that the communists have 
lost the mandate of heaven，This 
kind of criticism hits a sensitive 
Spot now，since the Communist 
leadership has been going through 
a crisis_ centered on the thorny 
piIoblem of who w 训 succeed 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung. 

The Communists have tried to 
eliminate the old .Superstitions 
through educating people on the 
causes of earthquakes，and by 
demonstrating they can be Dre- 
dicted.，How _ effective this has 
been is not known， But 让 there 
should be rumors of a_ change in 
the mandate of Peking， the 
leadership could point to a quake 
that did not Portend a major 
political change，at least not for 
another centurv.， That was the 
great Shensi earthquake of 1556 
which reportedlv killed more than 
800.000 _ people.， Yet the Ming 
Dynastv continued for another 
hundred vears after the disaster.L
